Orgonite and Plasterite

This next post is about making Orgone devices. For those who don’t know what Orgone 
Energy or Orgonite is; check out these sites as they have excellent information, and I’m way

This is a photo of one of my first pieces of resin orgonite with powdered zinc oxide, steel 
wool, shungite stone, clear quartz, pink sparkly mica and metal shavings. My husband who is 
quite skeptical drew my attention to the fact that where the orgone was placed created a 
rejuvenation of the oxidised rusty surface of his grafting table. We moved the orgone to 
another part of the table, and the same results have occured. This is over a couple of months 
also..

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I’ve also placed out some plasterite pieces in my herb garden in the backyard. Plasterite is a 
more user friendly way of creating orgone-like subtle energy. It is definitely ‘zingy’ and I 
prefer making it to the resin based Orgonite. However its not waterproof.

Orgonite is reputed to give off a lovely positive energy, which works especially well with the 
natural world. Its also reputed to keep away predators. On this basis I wondered if it would 
keep brown snakes, which are highly aggressive, away from my abode. 


Earlier this year I found a small snake skin in my herb garden, and husband has told me he 
had sited a small brown snake in my herb bed on a few occasions. As September is ‘snake 
season’ where I live, I’ve been extra careful, but have not seen a snake anywhere near my 
backyard so far. — knock on wood! I have had a close encounter with two baby browns whilst 
walking up the track, and weeding in the top nursery, as well as almost running over a large 
brown with the car. Grandparents have also spotted brown and black snakes near their house 
as well. 


So they are out there, freaking me out, but I’m wondering if the plasterite is keeping them 
away? or at least docile? Brown snakes are quite aggressive by reputation, and I really do not 
like them at all!!! My intention is to make more plasterite and grid out the entire living space 
of the farm.
